although theGoſpelplanted in the world 
by our Saviour. and his Apoſtles conti- 
nued three Centuries in its Purity, ſtrug- 
ling with Perſecutions and 'Tribulations; 
yet the damapes.it receivd by Hereſies

were -of 'more fatal conſequence, being
